99. A method of detection of lesions during an operative, endoscopic, laparoscopic, 
intravascular catheter, or surgical procedure, wherein the method comprises: 

(a) injecting a patient to undergo such a procedure with a divalent single chain antibody 
fragment or subfragment with a molecular weight of 85,000 Daltons or less, labeled with a 
fluorescent agent or dye, wherein the labeled antibody fragment or subfragment accretes at the 
lesion; 

(b) permitting the labeled antibody fragment or subfragment to accrete; 

(c) conducting the procedure within 48 hours of the injection; and 
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
